Dear  President  Osborn: 

The  1990s  will  be  the  decade  of  labor.  Any  doubts  about  that  were  erased  by 
the  collective  solidarity  shown  by  AFL-CIO-affiliated  unions  in  the  epic  struggles 
which  concluded  this  decade:  at  Eastern  Airlines,  at  NYNEX,  in  the  UMWA's 
recently-concluded  battle  with  Pittston  Coal,  and  at  countless  other  places 
throughout  the  country. 

On  the  first  day  of  this  decade  we  announced  our  victory  at  Pittston — a 
victory  that,  in  a  very  real  sense,  belongs  to  the  entire  labor  movement.  On  that 
same  day,  the  United  Mine  Workers  of  America  began  our  second  century. 

The  history  of  the  UMWA  is  a  major  part  of  organized  labor's  history.  The 
battles  fought  by  my  parents  and  grandparents  were  the  same  as  those  fought  by 
yours.  They  consoled  each  other  after  bitter  defeats,  and  celebrated  together  after 
their  many  victories,  just  as  we  have  done  and  will  continue  to  do. 

Now,  a  feature-length  documentary  film  about  the  UMWA's  first  hundred 
years  is  being  produced  and  directed  by  Academy  Award-winning  filmmaker 
Barbara  Kopple  (Harlan  County,  U.SA.).  The  film  will  view  UMWA  history 
through  the  prism  of  our  collective  victory  at  Pittston.  (The  enclosed  material  from 
the  Labor  History  and  Cultural  Foundation,  which  was  initially  established  to 
fund  this  film,  describes  this  exciting  project  in  more  detail.) 

Nationally-recognized  labor  historian  and  author  James  Green  (The  World 
of  the  Worker)  is  serving  as  the  historical  consultant  on  the  film  and  the  UMWA  is 
providing  technical  and  financial  assistance.  However,  we  cannot  do  it  alone. 
Your  contribution  is  needed,  and  needed  now  in  order  for  production  to  be 
completed  by  September  10— in  time  for  the  film's  scheduled  premier  at  the 
UMWA  Centennial  Convention  in  Miami. 

On  behalf  of  the  millions  of  working  men  and  women  whose  story  will  be 
told  in  this  film,  I  thank  you  in  advance  for  your  timely  assistance.
